The  Staying  Power  of  Mitzvot 


Earlier  this  fall,  i  paid  a 

shiva  call  to  a  community  member 
whose  father  had  passed  away 
in  his  nineties.  That  evening,  I  met  the 
grandchildren  of  the  deceased,  now 
grown  up  and  living  on  their  own  around 
Manhattan.  It  was  clear  that  while  they 
appreciated  the  opportunity  to  share 
memories  of  their  grandfather,  they  really  wanted  to  talk  about 
one  and  only  one  thing  -  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Food 
Pantry.  I  learned  that  when  these  grandchildren  were  in  high 
school,  they  had  successively  chaired  the  Food  Pantry.  They 
recalled  with  great  fondness  the  Friday  afternoons  serving 
hundreds  of  needy  clients,  the  friendships  made  among  the  teen 
volunteers  and  the  seeds  of  social  justice  planted  in  them  during 
those  years.  They  were  delighted  to  hear  that  their  work  of 
decades  ago  is  still  going  strong,  the  index  cards  now  replaced 
by  computers.  It  was  not  lost  on  me  that  the  strength  of  their 
connection  to  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  and  their  Jewish  identity 
was  not  a  charismatic  rabbi,  an  inspiring  teacher  or  a  memorable 
Bar  Mitzvah  experience.  It  was  the  week  in  and  week  out  of 
“doing  good”  for  humanity  in  the  context  of  a  Jewish  institution 
that  became  an  integral  building  block  of  their  Jewish  identity. 

There  is  no  shortage  of  reasons  why  we  should  perform  acts 
of  kindness  and  justice  as  Jews.  We  are  entrusted  to  live  our  lives 
as  partners  in  God’s  creation,  ever  striving  to  make  our  “good” 
world  even  better.  As  much  as  our  synagogue  is  a  house  of 
prayer  and  Torah,  I  pray  that  it  is  also  filled  with  acts  of  kindness 
-  within  our  community,  throughout  the  Jewish  world  and  across 


a  wide  area  of  civic  concern.  For  so  many  of  us,  the  challenge  to 
be  a  “light  unto  nations”  is  best  expressed  through  performance 
of  mitzvot  that  benefit  people  in  need. 

The  month  of  November  is  when  our  congregation  recommits 
itself  to  mitzvot  of  caring.  All  year,  but  especially  this  month  of 
November,  we  will  raise  the  level  of  conversation  and,  please 
God,  the  number  of  deeds  performed  to  feed  the  hungry,  clothe 
the  naked,  comfort  the  sick,  honor  the  elderly,  and  in  every  way 
care  for  the  needy. 

On  Sunday,  November  20,  we  will  gather  as  a  community  for 
our  annual  Vicki  K.  Wimpfheimer  Mitzvah  Day.  (See  page  13  or 
visit  www.pasyn.org/Tikkun01am  for  details  about  the  day  and 
about  how  to  volunteer.  None  of  this  would  be  possible  without 
the  hard  work  of  the  Mitzvah  Day  Committee,  chaired  by  Leith 
Greenslade  and  Joanna  Silver,  and  the  Tikkun  01am  Committee, 
chaired  by  Marlene  Muskin  and  Lite  Sabin. 

This  month  and  every  month  the  work  of  the  Food 
Pantry  goes  on.  Under  the  guidance  of  Danielle  Stadler  and 
Jonathan  Aisenberg  our  teens  continue  to  connect  to  each 
other,  to  a  life  of  mitzvot  and  to  a  broader  humanity  in  what 
is  known  to  all  as  the  crown  jewel  of  our  youth  program.

Hesed  or  Hiyuv:  Good  Deed  or  Obligation? 


WHEN  WE  HEAR  THE 

WORD  "DONATION" 

our  minds  immediately  jump 
to  Kol  Nidre  appeals  and  letters  from 
UJA-Federation.  While  these  causes  are 
important,  I  want  to  highlight  a  different 
kind  of  donation  -  organ  donation.  In  this 
brief  discussion,  I  will  address  only  post¬ 
mortem  organ  donations  and  blood  donations.  While  we  don’t 
usually  think  of  giving  blood  as  an  organ  donation,  blood  is  in 
fact  the  most  important  organ  we  have! 

The  inestimable  value  of  human  life  is  a  cardinal  principle 
of  Jewish  Law.  As  Rabbi  David  Bleich  writes:  “Human  life  is 
not  a  good  to  be  preserved  as  a  condition  of  other  values  but 
an  absolute,  basic,  and  precious  good  in  its  own  right.  The 
obligation  to  preserve  life  is  commensurately  all-encompassing.’ 
(' Contemporary  Halakhic  Problems,  93)  This  obligation  is  not 
only  about  self-preservation,  but  also,  as  the  Torah  teaches  us 
(see  Lev.  19:16),  about  saving  the  life  of  fellow  human  beings. 

In  codifying  this  mitzvah,  Maimonides  emphasizes  that  “anyone 
who  is  able  to  save  a  life,  but  fails  to  do  so,  violates  Jewish  law.” 
(Hilkhot  Rotzeah  1:14) 

Given  the  increasing  sophistication  and  success  of  transplant 
technology,  the  post-mortem  donation  of  vital  organs  and  tissue 
incontrovertibly  constitutes  pikuah  nefesh  (saving  a  life),  which 
overrides  all  other  considerations.  The  demand  for  organs  far 
outweighs  the  supply,  creating  thousands  of  desperate,  specific. 


life-threatening  situations.  We  must  conclude  that  registering  to 
donate  an  organ  is  not  merely  an  act  of  hesed  a  good  deed,  but  a 
hiyuv,  an  obligation. 

From  the  perspective  of  Jewish  law  donating  blood  is  not 
as  clear  cut  as  other  organ  donations.  Since  the  blood  donation 
occurs  while  we  are  alive,  understanding  this  act  as  an  obligation 
would  require  an  individual  to  donate  blood  whenever  there  is  a 
need,  even  against  his/her  will.  No  authority,  religious  or  civil, 
has  gone  so  far  as  to  suggest  this.  As  much  as  we  encourage 
and  laud  those  who  willingly  undertake  to  donate  blood,  we 
cannot  make  it  a  halakhic  obligation.  That  said,  we  do  have  an 
obligation  to  live  our  lives  lifnim  meshurat  hadin,  beyond  the 
strict  requirements  of  the  law.  Rabbi  Shaul  Yisraeli,  a  senior 
member  of  the  Chief  Rabbinate  Council  in  Israel,  insists  that  the 
donation  of  blood  is  a  “moral  obligation  and  is  more  than  a  mere 
praiseworthy  action... one  should  be  encouraged  to  volunteer.” 

( The  Proceedings  of  the  First  International  Colloquium  on 
Medicine,  Ethics  &  Jewish  Law,  231) 

We  can  all  make  a  difference!  Our  obligation  to  donate  an 
organ  can  be  fulfilled  by  personally  registering  as  a  donor,  either 
at  PAS  on  Mitzvah  Day,  or  on  your  driver’s  license.  We  will  also 
have  an  opportunity  to  fulfill  our  moral  duty  to  donate  blood. 
“You  shall  not  stand  idly  by  the  blood  of  your  neighbor.”  (Lev. 
19:16)  Let  us  give  the  gift  of  life!

The  series  will  examine  the  substance  and  significance  of  the  relationship  between  American  Jewry  and  the  modem  State  of  Israel.

Organ  Donation 


MY  SECRETARY,  APRIL,  called  to  say  a  last 

GOODBYE.  Having  suffered  with  cystic  fibrosis  since 
childhood,  she  was  now  near  death  at  age  30.  She  had 
been  waiting  for  years  for  a  double  lung  transplant,  with  none 
available  to  her.  Concurrently,  a  teen  in  the  Midwest  died  in  an 
accident.  His  parents  donated  his  organs,  and  his  lungs  -  a  perfect 
match  for  April  -  were  flown  to  New  York.  April  is  now  back 
dancing,  writing  poetry  and  living. 

I  had  not  yet  signed  on  to  be  an  organ  donor.  Like  many 
Jews,  I  felt  bound  by  the  historic  restrictions  on  autopsy.  I  started 
researching  the  Jewish  position  and  found  that  all  major  streams 
now  wisely  approve  and  advocate  OD.  Pikuah  nefesh,  saving  a 
life,  overrides  all  other  religious  considerations.  I  also  learned 


that  the  rate  of  OD  in  Israel  is  at  only  8%  while  in  other  nations 
it  is  at  40%.  Jews  have  always  led  the  world  in  “doing  good,”  so 
how  can  we  stand  by  when  the  simple  act  of  signing  a  form  could 
save  lives? 

With  the  support  of  our  rabbis  and  the  Tikkun  Olam 
committee,  in  order  to  encourage  organ  donation  among 
PAS  membership,  we  are  bringing  OD  education  and  sign  up 
opportunities  to  Mitzvah  Day  on  Sunday,  November  20.  Please 
take  the  opportunity  to  speak  with  our  guest,  Rabbi  Rafael 
Goldstein,  head  chaplain  at  Mt.  Sinai  Hospital,  and  with  the 
knowledgeable  PAS  physicians  who  will  be  there.  We  look 
forward  to  seeing  you  and  encourage  you  to  sign  on  so  that  our 
numbers  reflect  our  values.

Our  Shabbat  Experiences 

Our  first  Shabbat  Experiences  have  been  filled  with  ruah  (spirit), 
community  building  and  learning.  Our  first  Shabbat  opened  on 
the  synagogue  roof  with  greetings  from  Rabbi  Cosgrove  followed 
by  community-building  activities.  Next  came  a  very  musical 
Shabbat  service,  learning  time  by  class  and  a  Kiddush  lunch 
on  the  roof  with  everyone  together  again.  We  look  forward  to 
sharing  more  Shabbatot  together! 

Our  Class  Time 

During  class  time,  we  learned  the  importance  of  working  together 
as  a  group  and  how  everyone  has  something  unique  and  essential 
to  contribute.  In  Gimel,  we  learned  about  how  each  individual 
adds  to  the  collective.  To  illustrate  this,  we  did  an  activity  using 
flour,  water,  and  cookies.  In  Dalet  and  Hey,  each  learner  was 
given  a  part  of  the  story  of  the  Akedah ,  the  binding  of  Isaac, 
which  is  the  Torah  reading  for  the  second  day  of  Rosh  Hashanah. 
Learners  had  to  work  together  as  a  group  to  put  the  pieces  of 
the  story  in  order.

We  are  extremely 
excited  to  move  forward  and  keep  innovating.
